In Belfast an elaborate scheme of 
decoration will be provided, and it has 
been suggested that the proceeds of a 1d.

at former Coronation celebrations. These 
souveniis are treasured possessions 11 
many Belfast households, and it is the 
general opinion of members of the Cor- 
poration that similar souvenirs should be 
issued for the coming Coronation. 
Throughout the province the event will be 
celebrated, and it is possible that, as im 
the case of the Silver Jubilee celebrations, 
a common scheme may be adopted, in- 
cluding the lighting of bonfires on many 
hills, forming a chain stretching from 
Belfast to Derry, to Enniskillen and. 
Newry. The linen industry is to join in 


the Coronation celebrations, and the Irisn 


Linen Guild is to consider plans for a 
garden party at which linen dresses 
exclusively would be worn. Preliminary 
steps have also been made by the textile 
unions of Northern Ireland to select an 
Ulster Linen Queen from the tens of 
thousands of linen workers in the North. 
Many members of the Northern Parlia- 
ment will be in London for the Coronation 
ceremony, and it is understood that a 
special stand will be provided for them 
to witness the Coronation procession.

Transport Board 


The whole policy of the Northern Road 
Transport Board was under review in the 
Northern Parliament this week, wher w 
motion was discussed regarding the com. 
pensation payable to small ’bus owners 
whose undertakings have been acquired by 
the Board. x 

There has been frequent criticism of 
late of the new road transport system at 
meetings of Northern Chambers of (om. 
merce and other bodies. These have dealt 
with the fares, freights, services and tha 
terms on which the private undertakings 
have been acquired by the Board. On the 
broad question of the necessity for ¢o. 
ordinating road and rail transport in 
Northern Ireland for the preservation of 
essential services, there is no rea! dispute 
although a few people with short vision 
would have preferred the former hap. 
hazard arrangement to continue. with 
fierce competition between road and rai] 
transport, until both would have collapsed. 
The aim of the new system is to place the 
road transport system of Northern Ireland 
upon an efficient and economic basis that 
the continuance of reasonable transport 
facilities may be preserved for the com. 
munity. In securing that larger aim 
private interests will have to give way to 
the public good. At the same time, it is 
essential that the private interests taken 
over should receive fair and adequate re- 
muneration. Every effort has been male 
to secure this end by the appointment of 
an arbitration tribunal, presided over by 
one of the High Court judges, dis.

methods of the Ministry of Finance 
revealed in the revaluation and education 
levy discussions. Since 1920, although the 
scales were supposed to be permanent, 
teachers’ salaries have been reduced by 15 
per cent. During the economic depression 
of 1931 74 pér cent. of this amount was 
deducted ; but, while other public servants 
who suffered this cut have had the amount 
restored in full, the teachers have had 
only about half the economic cuts restored. 
English teachers who had their salaries 
reduced by 10 per cent. during the 
economic depression of 1931 have since 
had these cuts restored in full.

The supporting 
soloist is that fine Irish soprano, Jean Nolan, 
who will sing a Schubert song suite. Dr. 
Larchet will be the speaker. 

On the 26th November Mr. Thomas Weav- 
ing takes over control, conducting Schumann’s 
“B Flat aan Symphony, - and Mrs. Starzie 
O'Reilly will act .as soloist in Schumann’s 
‘Concerto for ’Cello and Orchestra,” Op. 
129. On this occasion Mr. Aloys Fleischmann 
acts as speaker. Dr. Vincent O’Brien, the 
Musical Director of Radio Athlone, himself 
conducts the orchestra on the 5th December, 
when it will be heard in Brahms’s ‘ Sym- 
phony No. 4 in E Minor,” ending the pro- 
gramme with that ever — “1812 Over- 
ture,” by Tschaikowsky. Michael O'Higgins, 
the Dublin baritone, will sing a group of 
lieder by Brahms, Schumann and Wolf, as 
well as a modern group of short songs. 
Again Mr. Fleischmann acts as speaker. For 
the seventh and final concert of the series, 
on the 29th December, the baton goes to 
Fritz Brase, than whom, as a Wagner ex- 
ponent, there are few superiors. In his pro- 
ramme he has included the ‘‘ Prelude and 
Fad ” from ‘‘ Tristan and Isolde,’’ the 
“Symphony in D Minor” by Franck, and 
de Falla’s Surte in *‘ El Amir Brujo.’’ The 
soloist, too seldom heard in Dublin, is Claude 
Biggs, who will play “ Variations Sym- 
phonique," for piano and orchestra, by 
Franck. Dr. Walter Starkie gives the intro- 
ductory talk. The whole series, which is 
sub-titled, ‘‘A Winter Journey Through the 
Musical Domain,”’ will, when completed, have 
brought listeners through a century of 
symphony from 1790-1890. 


Music .in Tipperary 

I was much pleased to receive a letter from 
Mr. T. Moloney, the Honorary Secretary of 
the Kickham Brass and Reed Band, of Tip- 
perary. He tells me of the winter work of 
this organisation. From October to February 
it converts itself into an orchestra, the 
changes being made possible by the fact i*at 
most of the bandsmen can ‘‘double’’ on to 
strings. Further, the strings are augmented 
by advanced pupils from the Convent of 
Mercy in Tipperary, and by also other local 
artists. This is, indeed, a big effort for a 
country town, and worthy of the highest 
praise. wonder if there are many other 
towns of the size of Tipperary which can lay 
claim to similar distinction. This type of 
work is of inestimable worth to the musical 
education of the young, particularly. Enter- 
tainments of cultural value are all too 
scarce in the country, and, as the 
ar, of the picture. theatre develops, 
tend to decrease in number and 
frequency. Mr. Moloney and his committee 
are not content, to employ local talent only, 
but reserve the second parts of their pro- 
grammes for visiting artists, who are usually 
brought from Limerick by Mrs. Jane 
McCarthy, the official accompanist of the 
concerts, which are held in the Town Hall— 
to my aa knowledge one oí the best 
town hails in Ireland from an acoustical point 
of view, 

Eoin through the TE og, aggre enclosed 
by Mr. Molonev, I find that the orchestra 
have played Mydleton’s “Irish Selection,” 
Brase’s fantasia, “Let Erin Remember’’; 
Hungarian Dances by Brahms, some Strauss 
valses, and Suppé’s popular overture, ‘* Poet 
and Peasant.’ All these items have found their 
way into the repertoires of much bigger com- 
binations. The orchestra, which is con- 
ducted ‘by Mr. M. Nagle, numbers twenty © 
eight instruments.

Cause of the Trouble 


The reason why pressure is being put | 


upon. the teachers is the same reason that 
caused the ‘‘iniquities’’ of revaluation, 
the education levy, the reduction of de- 
rating grants and the other impositions 
under which the people of Northern 
Ireland now have to labour. 

That reason is that Northern Ireland got 
a ‘‘raw deal” in ‘the scheme of financial 
relations set up by the Government of 
Ireland Act. Tn a common fiscal and 
financial system the ultimate burden 
should rest upon the common Exchequer, 
which imposes and collects 90 per cent. of 
the total revenue, and controls both the 
incidence and the yield of that taxation. 
Instead of that Northern Ireland is asked 
to live upon the taxation which another 
Parliament levies, without any regard to 
the possible yield in Northern Ireland. 
That would be bad enough, but more extra- 
ordinary still is the fact that, if the 
taxation levied shows a surplus, it goes 
to the common Vachoueit + Make if a deficit, 
Northern Ireland must tighten its belt, 
adopt tertuous expedients, and make good 
the deficit. It can do this by raiding 
reserves and Road Fund, revaluation, 
education levies, and lower salaries for 
teachers than British teachers. Generally, 
it must make itself the milch cow for the 
British Treasury. It is supposed to be a 
common fiscal and financial system, a 
united Kingdom. Britain gets full advan- 
tage of the unity, but Northern Ireland 
financially does not. Why the Northern 
Government should continue to maintain 
a separatist system of finance in a united 
Kingdom, when it would be so easy to 
demand with justice equality of burdens, 
passes comprehension. There is advantage 
to Great Britain in maintaining a united 
Kingdom, and the late Lord Balfour laid 
down the principle which should govern 
finance in a united Kingdom—that each 
part should not be self-contained. The 
Minister of Labour, after years of effort, 
has got that principle recognised in un- 
employment and social service matters. 
Even the debt on the Northern Unemploy- 


ment Fund is now recognised as a common 


liability. The whole financial arrange- 
ments of Northern Ireland can equally be 
made a common liability by distributing 
the joint reserved revenue on a population 
basis. Then there will be no occasion to 
treat Northern teachers less justly than 
those in Great Britain.

The Dublin Museum contains somo 
_wery rare crucifixes in bronze and ivory. 
One of them—but which one I cannot 
exactly remember—was mentioned in 
England some time ago as a specimen of 
- & type seldom seen. I think it must be 
a copper crucifix ot twelfth century 
origin, discovered at Drogheda. : 


he early Christians did not approve 


of the undraped crucifixial figure, as seen 
in ivory on the later crosses. So this is 
a crowned and kilted figure in relief, and 
is of copper, like the cross. Jewelled 
eyes give it additional interest as a piece 
of rare workmanship. The Museum also 
houses another rare crucifix in bronze of 
thirteenth century origin. This one was 
discovered some years ago by Shane 


Leslie in the sacristy of an old church in. 


Count» Monaghan. It is the property cf 
the Rev. Dr. McKenna, Bishop of 
Ciogher. 

All the figures on these early crucifixes 
are killed. Even the Cross of Queen 
Dagmar, wife of Waldemar II., which 
was found in her tomb in 1690, bears a 
kilted figure of Christ.

been made which will release him from 
the obligation of continuing the lease. 
Apparently, the Fathers of the De La Salle 
Order intend to purchase Moore Abbey. 

Thus will end all connection of the 
Drogheda family with Ireland. The Moores 
came over here after the Reformation. 
Originally their family seat was at Melli- 
font, in Co. Louth, and migration to Co. 
Kildare only took place during the 
eighteenth century. Moore Abbey was built 
upon the site of an ancient monastery, 
and, while in residence there, the 
Droghedas were a powerful family. 

Their name was bestowed once upon 

various streets in Dublin, but the only 
one that now retains that link is Moore 
street. Henry street may also have been 
named after a Moore. In the days of 
their fame what is now O’Connell street 
was known as Drogheda street. 
_ It was a Marquess of Drogheda who was 
instrumental in the foundation of Punches- 
town and many other social landmarks. 
In his palmy days that same Marquess 
kept his own private trainer at Moore 
Abbey. 


Teiling the "CG ime 


It is remarkable how small a part is 
played by clocks and watches in country 
districts in the telling of the time. People 
choose different daily happenings by which 
to judge the hour, such as the passing of 
the “‘ eleven down ” from Dublin, or the 
“ twelve up ”; the rumble of a distant 
‘bus, the clatter of milk-cans on a neigh- 
bouring farm; the hurried footsteps of 
someone who must be in a certain place at 
a certain time. All these sounds mean to 
the listeners the hour at which watch 
hands would point if they had a watch to 
consult. 

In South County Dublin another guide 
to the correct time has recently made its 
appearance, and, unlike some watches and 
clocks, it is said to be almost infallible. 
This is the sound of the morning air liner 
on its way to England from Baldonnel. 

Close to the coast, it recurs quite near 
enough to ten minutes past nine to be a 
boon to children on their way to school. 


Snipe in the Green 


While looking at some old_ books 
recently, 1 was surprised to find out that 
so lately as 1818 St. Stephen’s Green was 
the “ usual haunt of snipes,’’ but that the 
practice of shooting them was being dis- 
continued owing to the danger to passers. 
It appears that the ground at that time 
was so swampy that a ditch had to be dug 
round the borders to carry off the water. 
Outside this ditch was a wall about four 
and a half feet high, and on the inside a 
gravel walk separated the ditch from a 
quickset hedge. 

At an earlier period St. Stephen’s Green 
was merely the name of a district, having 
no defined boundaries. It was not until 
1663 that the Dublin Corporation first 
marked out land for building purposes, 
and divided the outskirts of the district 
into lots. A penny per square foot was 
the ground rent for these lots, which were 
drawn for by members of the Corporation 
and others. There were ninety lots in all, 
and a condition was attached that each 
allottee should plant six sycamore trees 
round the green. The wall, which I men- 
tioned above, was erected in 1669. 

In the following year the Corporation 
parted with its rights of ownership, but 
the inside of the Green itself, of course, 
remained public property till 1814, when 
it passed into the hands of Commissioners. 
It was in 1887 that Lord Ardilaun got an 
Act of Parliament passed throwing the 
gates open to the citizens again.

| DO not think that I can add anything

The only one that 
ever impressed me was the first Paris 
salon I visited, and that was because we 
discovered a wonderful wine in the 
restaurant, 

When Í travel to Olympia by train that 
journey from Earl's Court to Addison road 
always depresses me, especially when the 
trains are chock-full. For that reason | 
am glad that in future the motor shows 
are to be held at the new building now 
being erected at Earl’s Court, possibly 
with escalators from the station to the 
building. 

This year’s Show was notable for the 
conservative trend of design. There were 
no sensations. Streamlining is no longer 
in favour. The British car of 1936-’37 is 
a good, solid, sensible shape, free from 
excrescences. Engines are getting bigger ; 
more room is being provided for driver 
and passengers; and gear-boxes improve 
steadily. 


Short Races 


CORRESPONDENT suggests that one 
of the Irish clubs should run a 
motor race meeting, consisting of short 
races, both handicap and scratch events, 
on the same lines as some of the meetings 
at Donington and Brooklands. He thinks 
that such a meeting would be well 
supported by men who cannot afford the 
preparation for and risk of damage to 
their cars in a long event. 

The Phoenix Park would seem to be 
ideal for such a meeting, but it is doubt- 
ful if the Board of Works would permit 
of its being used for an additional day 
each year, while the marshalling difficulty 
would be increased owing to the almost 
certain desire of a number of persons to 
cross the roads between races, a section 
of the Dublin public having, un- 
fortunately, no sense of sportsmanship or 
ordinary decency.

Not Good Enough 


UROPEANS in European cars are a 

great deal better than Americans in 
American cars. That seems to be the 
lesson of the Roosevelt Field Race, in 
which the first American to finish, Mauri 
lose, in a “' Piston Ring Special,” was 
sixth in the placings. 

Originally the finishing order was given 
as: Nuvolari (Alfa Romeo), Wimille 
(Bugatti), Brivio (Alfa Romeo), Sommer 
(Alfa Romeo), an@ McEvoy and Tross: 
(Maserati). Pat Fairfield since has 
claimed that his E.R.A. was fifth. 

The Americans thought that they had

"" Or Ireland ”’ 


W E often have talked about the possi- 
bility of the International Six 
Days’ trial being run in Ireland.?

Family History 

There was a romantic background and 


family history to George Moore, in the 
e ghteenth century ancestor who married 
. Spanish-Irish wife at Alicante and

The 
pensive traditions -of the land of which 
he was so deeply native never concerned 
him, until at fifty years of age the idea 
occurred that he might revive the Irish 
language, but that was not for sentimental 
reasons. 

That ‘‘the child is father to the man ”’ 
was never truer of anyone.than of. the 
young George. The naive unconscious 
“cheek” and disconcerting replies. which 
marked the enfant terrible of letters all 
his life appear first in the story given here 
f how, as a boy of thirteen at Oscott, he 
was ordered by his father to improve his 
spelling and writing by posting home 
every day a letter of three good pages. 


George remonstrated in three successive | 


letters, saying how impossible it was (just 
let his father try it for a week or two), 
and besides his handwriting was so much 
smaller than, his father’s, and yet he was 
not allowed to spread it out. ‘‘ Please 
don't be cross any more,” and ‘‘ just you 
try and write a letter every day,’’ and 
“couldn't we act in concert in this 
matter?’

Paris and Lóndon 


In 1870 the death of his father made 
our George the Squire ‘of Mooré Hall, but 
by now he had tak 
ceased to appeal. ‘Paris, France, and the 
study of yalnting claamed him fram: 1873 to 
1880, and his younger*brother, now Colonél 
Maurice, represented the Irish nationalist 
side of the family. ‘ Impressionism in 
painting and naturalism in the novel 
captivated George, and finally, though he 
had to abandon his ambitions to paint, he 
returned .to London to fulfil his life’s pur- 
pose and- achievement—the writing of the 
artistic novel in English. In his Dublin 
days the looks of George Moore were part 
of the: joke about him; but the young man 
of 21 that looks out of a photgraph here, 
slim, long-faced, red-haired, greeny-blue- 
eyed, pink-skinned, is attractive. But he 
never was vain of his looks, and was sur- 
prised early in life to find that. he suc- 
ceeded with women, a piece of luck due to 
an entire lack of masculine superiority 
and 2 naive naturalness in his approach 
o them.

Moore, says Hone, was not a success as 
a Frenchman, either in dress, grammar 
or style; but when his French epoch was 
ended he had. learned from Balzac the art 
of the novel as he conceived it, and he 
proiessed for the rest of his life a con- 
tempt for the..Dickenses; Thackerays, 
Hardys and other literary favourites cf 
Fngland—‘‘ the sentimental school,” he 
called them—and if to read or to meet 
him recalled “ the Naughty Nineties,’’ in 
reality Moore was made by Paris in the

R. BAERLEIN’S ruminations on his 

~ Polish journey are perfect. He 
conveys the mediteval charm of Poland’s 
lonely villages and desolate castles with a 
gentle yearning which attracts the reader's 
own sympathies from the start; he tells 
little anecdotes with little point; and he 
reports conversations with the natives that 
are masterpieces of the humour of under- 
statement. Mr. Baerlein went more or 
less where he listed. Now he dines with 
a great noble in an ancient fortress ; now 
he permits a ’bus driver to lead him to 
the home of the local hairdresser. Now he 
engages in philosophica] discussion with a 


French lieutenant. Yet he is thorough in 
| his examination of Poland, with all her 
troubles national, political, religious and 
economic; and yet again the reader does 
not feel.that.inforfnation-is being forced 
down his throat. Mr. Baerlein leaves the 
reader to make his own conclusions, after 
he himself has presented, the facts. 


The Soda-Water King 


| Shortly after his arrival in Poland Mr. 
Baerlein met on Teofil Ossowski, a soda- 
water manufacturer, returned to his native 
land from .America. They travelled on 
together, talking as men do whe have a 
mutual appreciation of one another's in- 
tellectual powers. Their conversation 
ranges from the particular to the abstract,

He suggests they should agree only 
to shoot the wolves in front of them, and 
make no effort to detain the ones that 
pass on either side. ‘‘Is it that you appre- 
hend.” said the director, “that we con- 
ceivably might damage one another?” Mr. 
Baerlein told him that “ this thought had 
flitted through my mind.”

Mr. Baerlein 
suggests they should ‘‘ come down if every- 
thing works smoothly.’’ ‘‘If you mean 
the wolves—all those we do not slay—look 
as if they would: go flying onward and 
not pause to make it difficult for us?”

Belfast, the big industries close down at a 
certain time, and give their workers 
freedom without loss of wages. All this 
is good, no doubt, and we must not be 
taken as grudging the worker his ease if 
we point out that compulsory leisure im- 
plies compulsory labour—that the toiler 
to whom a Nazi State secures two weeks’ 
leave is a toiler from whom the same iron 
discipline exacts fifty weeks of 
remitting work. Admiration is due to the 
zealous men of Geneva who, in that many- 
windowed, oblong palace of reason called 
the Labour Office, write up the blue books 
and tables, graphs and. returns, that 
ensure to labour unit X1234—formerly 
known as John Brown, a citizen—a few 
days in which he can paddle at the seaside 
as if he were a man. We are living in the 
age that the early Socialists desired as if 
it were the Golden Age, and credit, we 
repeat, is due to all who modify its 
austerity, if only for two weeks in the 
whole weary year: Suffice it to note that 
National Socialism, under which holidays 
with pay are the rule, is an alternative to 
holidays in the unemployment line. Let 
not the price be forgotten when the hol1- 
day is enjoyed. International labour has 
won its point, and none grudges it the 
victory; but the cost is discipline of an 
inhuman intensity. There are some who 
describe what has come to pass as thie 
slave State. It is the mark of slavery that 
there is no unemployment, and that 
leisure 1s measured only by the master’s

INCREASED DUBLIN 
WATER SUPPLY 


POWERS GIVEN TO E:S.B. 
AND CORPORATION 


—— 


HE hydro-electric scheme in the River 
Liffey, which will provide for an in- 
creased water supply for Dublin, is the 
subject of the Liffey Reservoir Bill, the 
text of which was issued on Saturday. 
The bill empowers the Electricity 
Supply Board to impound the waters of 
the Liffey, ' and generate electricity by 
hydraulic power derived from the we ‘crs 
so impounded,’ and also empowers the 
Dublin Corporation to take for its water 
supply portion of the waters so im- 
pounded. A schedule in the bill embodies 
the agreement which was made between 
the Corporation and the Electricity Supply 
Board on June 18, 1936. 


THE NEW RESERVOIR 


In pursuance of the scheduled agree- 
ment a reservoir and hydro-electric works 
will be constructed at Poulaphouca Gorge, 
between 800 and 1,200 feet up stream of 
the existing road bridge over the Liffey 
at Poulaphouca. 

The Board will use the waters- above 
Ballymore Bridge, including those of any 
tributary, pond, lake or canal connected 
with the river. It can remove or alter 
any works in this part of the river to 
construct and maintain generating andl 
transforming. stations, and can close, 
divert, remove or submerge any public 
road, street or bridge. The Board can also 
enter on any lands or premises to carry 
out the undertaking. 

The bill provides that the Electricity 
Supply Board can have the scheme carried 
out by contract, and can acquire any 
lands, premises, fishing rights or other 
rights, either temporarily or per- 
manently. . 


PAYMENT OF COMPENSA- 
TION 


Provision is made in the bill for the 

payment of compensation to those dis- 
turbed. Whenever the Board is of the 
opinion that the payment of compensation 
for the flooding of or other interference 
with any lands or premises would be un- 
economic, or for any other reason in- 
expedient, the Board may acquire per- 
manently such lands, either compulsorily 
or by agreement. Where a person is en- 
titled to compensation in respect of any 
work done by the Board in carrying out 
the scheme, the Board may execute for 
the benefit of such person such works as 
the Board thinks proper, and which such 
person agrees to accept in satisfaction or 
partial satisfaction of his claim for com- 
pensation. 
The Liffey works, while in the posscssion 
and control of the Board, are exempt from 
assessment for poor rate and also from 
assessment for any other rate made by a 
local authority, while it is also provided 
that the property of the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs must not be interfered 
with. The Board is asked to take adequate 
precautions not to injure the fisheries of 
the Liffey, unless the Minister for Agri- 
culture is satisfied that such injury cannot 
be avoided. In the construction of the 
works the Board will have to construct 
temporary roads or bridges in place of 
those closed. If the roads or bridges are 
closed permanently, the Board will have 
to construct others as conveniently as 
possible. 


CORPORATION’S POWERS 


The Corporation may, if they think it 
expedient for the better protection of the 
reservoir to be constructed by the Board 
from pollution, cogstruct on land to be 
acquired for the <b accommodation 
works for the washing of sheep. On the 
application of the sanitary authority in 
Dublin or Kildare the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Healthcan require 
the Corporation to supply water to such 
sanitary authority. 

The agreement between the Board and 
the Corporation states that the Corpora 
tion is desirous of providing an additional 
water supply to meet the requirements of 
Dublin, and that for the purpose the 
reservoir at Poulaphouca should be con- 
structed with as little delay as possible. 
The reservoir at Poulaphouca may be 
constructed by the Board either in one or. 
two stages—the first development and the 
second development. The first development 
shall consist of such works as may be 
necessary to provide a top water level in 
the reservoir .of at least. 576 feet above 
ordnance datum. 


THE SECOND DEVELOPMENT 


The second development will be the 
raising of the top water level to 610 feet, 
and shall. be completed not later than 
March 3ist, 1950. In the event of the 
Board not completing the first development 
by January 1st, 1940, it shall pay to the 
Corporation by way of liquidated damages, 
and not as a penalty. the sum of £50 for 
each completed day by which completion 
shall be delayed beyond that date. The 
penalty in connection with the second 
development will be £25 a day. The Cor: 
poration shall be at liberty at all times 
to draw from the reservoir the water 
supply of the Corporation through an 
intake to be erected by the Corporation. 
After the first development stage has 
been completed, the Corporation shall have 
the sole right to utilise all the water 
supply of the rservoir, except when the 
level of the water in the reservoir is 
below low water level. After the second 
development stage the Corporation shall 
have an absolute and prior right to a 
maximum quantity of 20,000,000 gallons 
per day so long as the level of the waters 
in the reservoir is not below water level. 
The Corporation is to pay £126,000 to 
the Board when the first stage is com- 
pleted, and this sum shall be accepted by 
the Electricity Supply Board as full and 
complete discharge of all the Corporation’s 
liabilities. 

The Board shall be under no liability to 
the Corporation if for any natural reason,

A lucky news reel man 
was on the spot, and got a film of the 
arrest.. He told Reuter that. there were 
so many police that the Rexists had no 
chance of making an effort to prevent 
Degrelle being taekn into custody.

In a special 
edition of his organ, the Pays Reel, sold at 
double price this morning, he denied the 
report that the meeting would not be 
held, and said: ‘‘ We wish to declare that

Extra police were on duty everywhere. 
Just before lunch forty arrests were made, 
when a crowd assembled at the Bourse— 
traditional meeting place in the heart of 
Brussels. 


“REX WILL WIN” 


The young Rexists, moving .in Lands 
without any formation, gave the Rexist 
slogan in two parts. One man would cry 
“Rex” from one side of the street. 
Others, perhaps 200 yards away, com- 
pleted the slogan with “ Vaincra’”’ (will 
win). In this way it was virtually impos- 
sible for the police to fix on anyone, 
especially as others were also shonting 
“Vive le Roi” and singing the Belgian 
national anthem. 

The only arrested persons who were 
found to carry truncheons were women, 
and one of these was fighting with a 
Rexist. 

There were two minor incidents during 
the veterans’ processions. Baron de 
Kerchove, the 69 years old Burgomaster 
of Beuzet, collapsed in the ranks and died 
later on his way to hospital. One demon- 
strator attempted to present a petition to 


comment, as he is said to do the same 
thing every year.

It was to be hoped that the 
Government would make it plain to the 
British Government an: others that in no 
circumstances would Ireland, in the event 
of such a conflict, allow herself to be 
placed in the false position of having any 
association with the Reds.

“Old Contemptibles’’’ Association in the 
Red Bank Restaurant, Dublin, last Saturday 
night, Dr. James Ashe said that if war came, 
and if the Free State had to make a decision, 
he hoped that that decision would not later 
be upset without an appeal to the people. 

Mr. A. T. Ashman, Chairman of the branch, 
who presided, read a telegram from the King’s 
Private Secretary, expressing the King’s sin- 
cere:thanks to the members of the “Old Con- 
temptibles’’’ Association assembled at the 
dinner for their telegtam conveying loyal 
greetings. 

Replying to the toast of the guests, which 
was proposed by the hon. secretary, Mr. C. 
Benson, the Lord Mayor said that now when 
there appeared to be dark clouds over Euro- 
pean countries they hoped that common sense 
would prevail, and that all the great leaders 
of the world would see that there was no 
further bloodshed. War might appear to have 
glamour, attraction, excitement and thrills, 
but those who went through the last war ani 
who knew its horrors did not want to see 
war in Europe again. 

Dr. James Ashe, who also responded, said 
that we were, indeed, living in critical times, 
and, like the Lord Mayor, he hoped that we 
would never again see war, but if war did 
come one, naturally, had to consider in what 
way we in this country would be affected by 
it. We had a right to ask that, because we 
could not forget. things of the past. At the 
beginning of the last war the leader of the 
day was entrusted by democracy with a cer- 
tain policy, and other leaders, without a 
mandate from the State or from the country, 
thcught it advisable to reverse that policy. 
“I hope,” said Dr. Ashe, “that if this State 
has to take a decision the leaders 
who bring them to that decision will very 
carefully consider it, and that when they 
have taken the decision that decision will 
not be upset Jater on without an appeal to 
the people of this State.’’ 

Captain R. H. Wright proposed the toast 
of ‘‘ The President and the Association.”’ 


NO REASON TO COMPLAIN 


The Chairman, responding, said that the 
association had nothing to complain of re- 
garding progress. They were still doing all 
that they couid to relieve unemployment. ~ 

There was, he continued, a section of the 
public in this city that was strongly opposed 
to the annual ceremony that ex-Service men 
carried out in the Phenix Park. He could 
not understand why that opposition should 
exist, because in allied countries there was 
no objection to ex-Service men honouring the 
memory of their dead, and Irishmen were 
just as much entitled to honour the memory 
of their dead as were the people of every 
other nation that took part on the Allied 
sides in the Great War. 

Proposing the toast of “The British 
Legion,” Mr. Frank Egan expressed ap- 
preciation of the work: that the Legion is 
doing, and of the help that it had been able 
to give to members of the “Old Con- 
temptibles’’’ Association. 

Major Tynan, responding, said that the 
British Legion was neither political nor 
sectarian, and it would be a great thing if 
politics couid be dropped in this country and 
if more attention was paid to the bread and 
butter side of life. Politics, to his mind, had 
been the curse of this country. He thought 
that there were no people in this country 
better able to prove themselves good citizens 
than British ex-Service men. because British 
ex-Service men had travelled the world, had 
known what it was to face danger, and were 
disciplined men. 

Speaking of their annual ceremony, Major 

Tynan said that he felt that at present they 
need not fear any further interference in this 
country, becayse ex-Service men had shown 
to the country at large that they were onlv 
paying honour, in a dignified and respectful 
manner, to the memorv of the men who laid 
down their lives in the Great War. They 
were not out to display imperialism, but to 
pay homage to the memory of those brave 
men. 
Major Tynan said that he was sorry that 
the Memorial Park would not be ready for 
the celebration this year, but he hoped that 
it would be ready next year, and that et 
the opening ceremony they would have repre-. 
sentatives from ex-Service men’s bodies in 
Treland, England, Scotland and Wales, anid 
from former enemy countries and other 
countries that took part in the Great War.

The proceedings, which have now spread 
over four weeks, are being conducted by Mr. 
J. MacLysaght, Local Government Inspector, 
with Mr. O'Keefe, of the Local. Government 
Auditor’s Department, as assessor, 

Cross-examined by Mr. D. Corcoran, 
solicitor for the acting Town Clerk, Mr. T. 
F. Wyley, as to the basis of the charge of 
partisanship against Mr. Wyley, the Mayor, 
said: ‘‘I told him that he wanted my pre- 
decessor as Mayor all the time. If anything 
occurred between Mr. Wylie and myself we 
always had it out as man to man.” 

In replying to Mr. O h-Uadhaigh, the 
Mayor denied that he held a contract under 
the Board of Assistance. Regarding the 
question as to whether he held a contract 
under another public board, he said that the 


matter was in legal hands, and that the 


instructions given to Mr. O h-Uadhaigh were 
only “‘for the purpose of mud-slinging, and 
were not very nice.” 

Mr. 0 h-Uadhaigh said that he was not

The Mayor—It is a matter which has 
nothing whatever to do with the inquiry. 

The Inspector asked Mr. O h-Uadhaigh not

_Further cross-examined by Mr. O h-Uaidh- 
aigh, the Mayor said that it was not possible 
for him as presiding chairman to have access 
to current prices for certain contracts. 

Mr. O hUadhaigh—Is it not your duty as 
presiding chairman to ascertain whether or 
not the prices are equal to or above the 
scheduled prices? 

The Mayor—I have already answered the 
question truthfully, and no amount of tongue- 
twisting will make me answer wrongly. 

He described the suggestion that an official 
might adopt a wrong tender by mistake as 
““ ridiculous.”’ 

If such matters are left to officials alone, 
said Mr. OhUadhaigh, then the Mayor, 
Aldermen and Councillors of the Corporation 
are only mere ornaments. 

The Inspeetor pointed ont that some of 
the contracts were technical, and unfamiliar 
to the ordinary man. Only the responsible 
officer could deal with them 

Reverting to the auditor’s report, the In-

GERMAN AVIATORS

PLUCKY ACT OF LIMERICK 
CREW

An interesting story of the rescue of two 
German aviators by the Limerick Steamship 
Company's s.s. Lanahrone has been reported 
to the head office at Limerick by Captain T. 
Gillan, master. 

“While on a voyage from Limerick to Bre- 
men on the 21st inst.,’’ seported the master, 
“my attention was attracted by a German 
naval seaplane about five miles west of Weser. 
The ‘plane was flying very low over the 
Lanahrone, and the occupants were pointing 
south. They also dropped a distress signal.” 

Continuing, Captain Gillan described how 
he immediately altered his course, and shortly 
afterwards sighted another seaplane on the 
water. On approaching, he perceived that it 
was capsized, and that two men were in the 
water. A boat was lowered, and. manned by 
the chief officer and three members of the 
crew. With some difficulty the two men were 
rescued, one of whom was exhausted.
